their ballots for Faubus.

Evidence has now come to light 
that the Faubus forces paid cash 
on the barrelhead for Negro votes. 
This has stirred Mrs. L. C. Bates, 
who heads the National Associa­ 
tion for the Advancement of Col­ 
ored P e o p l e in Arkansas, to 
preach repentance to her people. 
“ It is unfortunate that Negroes 
put Faubus in office,” she told 
this column.
